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L. The lst VP Dereitschaft of Land Drandenburg was stationod at the Kaserne of
the former Panzerjaepersbteiling 3, Stalinallce 2325, Potadan (17 53/2 63).
The Dereitschaft, an artillery unit, had 8 officers and 735 police and was crganized
into 2 headquarters, three Kormandos s and one Senderkormondo composed of a mobile
radio section of about 30 police and a computation section of equel strength.

2, The officera of the unit includeds Oberpolizeirat Ritter, (fmu), CO of Bereite
schaf't, about 30 years old, 170 cm tall, a former maintenance technicsl sergeant
of the German Army; Polizeirat Dauer, (fmu), PR-Leiter, about NS years old,

CO of 2d Kormando, about 27 yeers oldy and Kommissar Fischer, (fou), €O of 3rd
Hermando, chout 35 years old, a manual laborer,

3. The armament of the VP Doreitschaft included twe Cerman medivm SFg=18 type 150-rm
howitzers, one licht 105-mm howitzor of 1FH-18 type, two heavy 816-33 type 150-mn
infontry cuns, one German 75-mm AT pun, seven Sovict 76.2-rm AT guns, 10 model 3l
licht vachine funs, sbout 50 model Il submachine guns, and L0 model 3L submachine
guns, 210 98-K carbines, twonty-five 00 carbines s sbout LO model 08 and 38 pistols
and fourteen 7-05-tm pistols. %he Bereitschaft had two trucks, six passenger cars
and four notoreyeles, and was to be squipped with one prime mover for sach cun
and 16 additional trucks.,

L. Basic infantry training was almost corploted in late larch 1950, but had to be
repeated because of the curront induction of reeruits, Drilling was done in the
barracks yard, tactical exercises at the Cornstedter Feld, and ficld exercises
at the Docberita (I 53/Z 65) troop training preunds. '
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In artillery training, thecretical instruction and practical exercises
were given egual treatment. In late March 1950, training subjects included
sighting and aiming exercises, and the adjustment of a battery. The train-
ing of radio and computation sections had started in late Narch 1950.

S. The political indoctrination attempted to create resemtment among the young
police persomnel against the Western Fowers. As a result they are unable
to see vhat is true and what is not true, and slowly are willing %o accept
the views of their PK leaders. About 80 percent of the personnel were
wewbers of the FBJ, and sbout 100 police were members of the SED. The majority
of the persomnel came from Saxony, and eome came from the Mark Brandenburg.
The average age of the police was T years and that of the cfficers, includ-
ing the Poligzeimeisters, 25 years.

6. The Bereitschaft, which is the Bereitschaft stationed in Potsdam~Eiche,
totaled 250 police when it was transferred from Grosserhain (I 52/301) to
Kuestrin-Kietz (0 53/ 66) in the early fall of 1945. It was brought to
its present strength of 75 officers and 735 police in late October 1949
and wag transferred to Potsdam on 17 Hareh 1950. The quarters in Suestrin
were not reoccupied by VP persomnel but by Soviet troops. #
